Stockholders 
of the Huntington

Fire D epartm ent U ndergoes 
M any C h an ges; H ose Cart

"H ear the loud alarum hells— 
W hat a tale of terror, now, their 
turbulency tells!" 
And thereby hangs a tale. 
For 34 years Santa Anans 
have 
been warned of fire by the turbu­ 
lency of the same fire bell. But to­ 
day the bell is not turbulent. It is 
quiet and peaceful while everything 
about it is turbulent instead. 
For the fifth tim e since it 
was 
brought here in 1887 the big bell 
has changed 
its home. 
W orkmen 
have removed it from its place at 
the old fire hall across from the 
library to the new departm ent build­ 
ing on Sycamore 
betw een Second 
and Third. 
It is now 
suspended 
from a brand new rack above the 
hall and is very quiet these 
days 
while much pounding, sawing 
and 
scraping ig going on around it. 
Sees City Grow 
The old bell, loved by the "old 
guard’’ 
of volunteer 
firemen, has 
been here while the city has devel­ 
oped from a tiny village into a pros­ 
perous city. 
It has gone through the fire de-. 
partm ent growth from the days of 
the two-wheeled cart to the day of 
four speedy auto trucks, and if bells j 
could talk the big piece of shaped 
iron could tell many an interesting 
tale about the "old days.” 
The bell was first brought here in 
1887, when the fire house was locat­ 
ed on Fifth street betw een Syca­ 
more and Broadway and has taken 
part in every successive move of 
the departm ent. 
F irst it went to w here the post 
office is now, then to the present 
location of the public library, then 
to w here 
Leipsic’s store 
is now, 
(hen to the present fire hall across 
from the library and now it is the 
first thing to be shifted to the big 
new fire building still under erec­ 
tion. 
Many Changes Made 
The Santa Ana fire departm ent in 
that 
tim e 
has 
undergone 
many 
changes. 
A four-wheeled pumping 
affair was the first local m ethod of 
fire fighting. 
A two-wheeled 
cart 
was next introduced. 
Many are the tales told of the de­ 
partm ent in those days. At least one j 
firem an then is still a m em ber of 
the departm ent. 
He is 
George F. 
Spangler, who is at present assist­ 
ant fire chief. 
“The biggest athletic event of the 
year in Santa Ana then was 
the 
annual races between the local fire­ 
men and those from Redlands, Riv­ 
erside and San B ernardino,” 
said 
Spangler today in recalling the days 
of the two-wheeled cart. 
“The race would be staged 
on

Broadway,

Santa Ana has just finished its big­ 
gest year in books. 
From the Santa Ana public library 
alone, 103.000 books were circulated 
among patrons of the library in the 
year ending June 30, 1921. 
T hat was an increase of 15,532 
over the previous year. 
W hich proves one of two things; 
either— 
Santa Ana's population is increas­ 
ing betw een 15 and 20 per cent a 
year, or— 
Santa Ana readers acquired the 
reading habit. 
But one needn’t depend on those 
figures alone to determ ine which of 
the two things is proven, for there 
are other figures also to be found in 
the annual report of the librarian, 
Miss Jeannette McFadden, and the 
library board. 
The num ber of cardholders of the 
library June 30, 1921, was 7891; June 
30, 1920, the num ber was 6835. The 
increase is 1056. 
Proves S. A. Growing 
W hich proves th at Santa Ana is 
growing and which points to the rea­ 
son why 103,000 books w ere circu­ 
la te d by the Santa Ana public library 
in the past year as against 87,468 tho 
year previous. 
The annual report of the library 
board is on file w ith City Clerk E. L. 
Vegely, placed there by the board, 
Dr. C. D. Ball, president; J. S. Sm art, 
Charles A. Robinson. Mrs. W. B. Ted- 
ford, secretary, and Mrs. P. L. To- 
pie. This report is also a petition, 
in that it asks the city tru stees to 
allow the library' a tax rate of not 
less than 15 cents, the sam e as last 
year. 
“The library is perform ing a great 
educational worts second only to that 
of the public schools, and is deserv­ 
ing of every encouragem ent a t your 
bands,” says the petition of the li­ 
brary board. 
Included in the annual report of 
the library board, is the annual re ­ 
port of the librarian, filled full of in­ 
tim ate details of the excellent work. 
th at the library has done. 
S titistic s Play Part 
S tatistics plav a large p art in the 
report. 
They point conclusively to 
the large amount of w ork th a t is ac­ 
complished by Miss M cFadden and 
ber four assistants. 
A lthough the 
work has grown nearly 20 per cent 
in the last year, the staff has not 
been increased 
W ith a re arrangem ent of the li­ 
b rary ’s room s and rem odeling of the 
library, tho institution is b ette r able 
to handle its patronage. 
“The library aim s to m ake Itself 
m ore useful to the com m unity year 
by year,” said Miss M cFadden today. 
“W e consc’ously increase o ar stabil­ 
ity. T hat is, in buying new books 
we favor tho purchase of substantial 
books. 
There *s no such thing as 
buying all the fiction books th a t peo­ 
ple m ight w ant 
Such a thing is im ­ 
possible. We have added m ore books 
of a non-fioiion nature than we have 
fiction books, in the past year. W e 
plan to satisfy our fiction-reading 
the S alt' Lake | patrons while at th e sam e tim e in 
selection of new books giving the 
preference to non fiction. 
Buy Number of Copies 
“Of the more popular fiction books, 
we buy a num ber of copies. For in­ 
stance, lately there has been a great 
call for ‘Main S treet.' It Is in terest­

S treet,’ some are highly pleased, and
